We  puss- 
ed  u  couple  of  young  women  on  the  road, 
i  who  advised  us  ns  to  the  distance,  route,  etc. 
We  reached  the  place  soon  after  eleven — 8 
small  unpretending  wooden  structure  stand¬ 
ing  in  a  grove  of  trees.  On  each  side  of 
1  the  building  were  fastened,  I  should  say, 
some  sixty  horses  and  mules  belonging  to  the 
j  congregation,  already  seuted  within,  the 
'  services  being  now  in  progress.  We  entered 
and  I  found  myself  in  a  church  for  the  first 
time  in  about  a  year.  The  preacher,  Mr. 
J — ,  was  well  advanced  in  years,  but  he  had 
1  a  goodly  share  of  that  rim  and  animation 
characteristic  of  Western  preachers.  Ah 
,  might  be  expected,  the  questions  of  the 
hour — Union  and  Secession — w*ere  touched

upon  ;  the  Union  cause  lieing  warmly  es¬ 
poused,  and  the  rebellion  as  vehemently  de¬ 
nounced.  Most  of  the  congregation  were 
Union  people,  but  there  w'ere  u  few  rebels 
among  them — generally  of  the  poorer  and 
more  ignorant  classes. 

Whelf’the  congregation  was  dismissed,  it 
was  truly  a  hovel  sight  to  see  those  country 
i‘  t.-oopl«  nd  out  for  iiieir  holnes — nearly  ali  oi 
them  being  on  horseback.
